LEVYING ON LOGS. 


The Timber Thieves ot Seatheru Mis- 
sissippi Belag Brought to Taw. 


WASHINGTON, November 7.—Special 
Agent Carter telegraphs to the commis- 
sioner of the general land office from 
Pascagoula, Miss, Nov. 6h, that the 
United States marshal for the southern 
district of Mississippi bas seized, in the 
three southern counties bordering on 
the Gult of Mexico, inthe suit of the 
United States against John Manning 
and others, a large amount of timber, 
principally pine logs, estimated at over 
75,000 1n number, besides the large 
amount of timber belonging to the 
United 8 ates and taken from public 
lands. ‘There will be seized, under this 
process from court,a large amount of 
charcoal and turpentine. This action, 
independent of the large value of the 
property received, stops a trade which 
as maintained a large fleet of vessels 
carrying the timber or -luufber manu- 


bond for the investment of savings. 
The amendments provide that the 
bonds shall bear 4 perceptum per an- 
num interest, instead of 3:65, as origi- 
nally proposed, and that the secretary 
of the treasury shail keep them for sale 
at the money depositories, as well as at 
the difterent sub treasuries. The two 
new sections are introdaced—one pro- 
viding for the register and transfer of 
the bonds, and the other, that the cou-~ 
pons be made payable in legal tenders 
or in coin at the option of the United 
States.

Although proper to 
be included ia the telegram,the women 
rebelled agiinst their use of a name 
which symbolized only dishonor. The 
exact wording of the telegram has nev~ 
er appeared in the newspapers, we be- 
lieve, and what was printed did not 
convey its full and appropriate mean- 
ing: “The troops have been removed. 
Perfect peace prevails. South Carolina 
thanks you. Wave Hampton.” The 
idea conveyed is that the whole people 
of South Carolina united in this heart 
felt expression of gratitude to one 
whose steadfast friendship deserved 
this suitable recognition, immediately 
asthe result was au fait accompli. 
Further, the governor had a right to 
speak inthis representative capacity, 
for duriog the protracted days «{ wait- 
ing for the tinai dawn of deliverance, 
it was he who stood unmoved in the 
firm position that whatever else oc~ 
curred, the right of the majority io 
South Carolina were to be respected. 
It was not a personal expression of 
thanks to General Gordon, but the 
spontaneous outburst of gratitude from 
a people henceforth free and untram~ 
melled in the enjoyment of local self- 
government. The women of Columbia, 
who have embodied this sentiment in 
a rarely beautiful gift, deserve all hon- 
orand praise forthe mannerin which 
it has been carried ont.

PASSAGE OF THE SILVER BILL. 

The house, by adhering to the terms 
of the contract made with the bond- 
holders, has done all it can do to bring 
the public debt down to rightful fig- 
ures. Ifthe Bland bill becomes a law 
the reduction in the public debt will 
not far from $200,000,000. That 
yreat sum is what the bondholders at- 
tempted to put in their pockets over 
and above the amounts named on the 
face of their bonds. The passage of the 
bill, by a majority of 163 to 34, is a 
marked triumph over the c.mbination 
that has controlled legislation since the 
beginning of the war. It 1s, we hope, 
the beginning of a series of measures in 
the interest of the people. 

The bill passed on Monday was the 
measure that Mr. Bland persistently 
but vainly endeavored to push throagh 
the last congress. Owing to his service 
in the good cause the banking and cur- 
rencyvy committee permitted him to pre- 
sent the measure to the house. It was 
a graceful act of courtesy toward the 
especial champion of silver restoration, 
and under his management the bill 
passed the house. To suspend the 
iules, a two-thirds vote was mecessary, 
but this was not hard tu get. [he 
atiirmalive vote would have 
been much larger if the house 
had been full.

Mrs. James Davidson, of Woodville, 
Ga,to whom was awarded the pre- 
mium for the best six months’ old but 
ter at the late state fair, gives the fol- 
lowing . 
RECEIPT FOR ITS PRESERVATION: 
The process of skimming and churp- 
ing 1s performed in the usual manner. 
The butter is then well worked and 
salted with fioe salt carefully worked 
throagh it. itis then placed in a celx 
lar and carefully re-worked every few 
days, fresh tine salt being added when 
necessary. When the milk and salt- 
water is entirely worked out of the 
butter, it is carefully packed in earthen 
jars or crocks, whico are coyered so as 
to exciude the air, and then set away in 
a cool, dry cellar, This butter was put 
up the middle of May jast. It was 
taken from the jars ou the 11-.h inst 
(October), and fuund quite firm and 
sweet. It was then re-worked into 
cakes, as exhibited. 
RECIPE OF MRS, GEORGE 
FORSYTH. 
The butter exhibited was made in 
March and the first part of April last 
at different churnings; was thoroughly 
saited and washed over threé times 
after each churning, and then packed 
down in the can with thin layer of salt 
between each churning. It was coy- 
ered with a linen cloth and that cov~ 
ered with salt, so as to entirely exclude 
the air. When the can was filed, it 
was kept in an ordinary ceilar until! 
sent up for exhibition. This butter 
was bot put up tor exhibition, but for 
my family use.

WHAT JOHN s84iD ABOUT BEN 
AND 1HE UNIVERSITY. 


Testimeny from “The* Military” on 
the Cox-speech Affair, and that 
BShews Where the Fight Agaiust 
Radicalism in Georgin Began.

1 will certainly see Mr. Hill should he cell on 
me,as you suggested to him, but I think | may say 
with certainty that in the face of his atrocious 
speeches in this state he willnotdoso. You 
will remember that he urged the people to dis

I have oniy to say 
now, tbat Mr. Hili has deceived you with these

I have simply followed the precedent thus set 
{t is moreover coubtiul whether, even in tie 
abseuce of my order, it would be practicable to 
pay thisendowmeut to the university. That 
institution has already drawn the full amount 
for the preseut fiscal year,and [ presume that 
no money can be piid out of the state Lreasury 
on this or any Other accuuut with an appropria- 
tion by the legislature. It is my purpose to lay 
the whole matter before the convention which 
will no doubt meet by December 5th, 

If, however, you think it best for me 
under the circumstances to reyoke my order on 
he subjcct I willdo eo, though | confess with 
great reluctance, as I believe that the order was 
amply warranted by the fects and that its re- 
vication will do great barm to the public seu- 
timent and to the interests of the state and the 
government.
